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A LAST-ditch effort 
to save Ely’s 
popular Babylon 
Gallery will be 
made at a council 
meeting today 

The riverside art 
gallery is due to close 
on June 29 after 
£70,000 of funding was 
slashed from the 
budget of Arts Devel¬ 
opment in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire (ADeC). 

It meant there was not 
enough cash to subsidise 
the city’s cinema and the 
gallery, so the gallery is 
closing. 

But Liberal Democrat 
councillors will put forward 
an amendment at today’s 
full council meeting, which 
they believe could save the 
gallery 

Councillor Gareth 
Wilson, leader of the 
Liberal Democrat group, 
wants to use £35,000 of 
cash, currently put aside 
for “future infrastructure 
improvements” in Ely, to 
halve ADeC’s budget 
shortfall. 

He said: “Our council 
leader, Brian Ashton, wants 
to put £150,000 into a reserve 
each year possibly for a new 
leisure centre at some point 
in the future. 

“The plans are all very 
vague and I think it is 
better to spend the money 
now on something that 
people want to keep. 

“Losing £70,000 is an 
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absolutely devastating blow 
for ADeC and the effect on 
community arts projects 
will be awful. 

“This modest proposal 
will give them a fighting 
chance of keeping open 
this gallery, which is a key 
part of the artistic and 
social life in Ely. 

“It will give ADeC some 
breathing space and allow 
them to continue their 
excellent community work, 
which benefits thousands 
of people across the 
district.” 

The gallery, which has 
been open for eight years, 
is estimated to have 
attracted 25,000 people 
through its doors annually. 

A large portion of its 
funding has come from part 
of a £174,000-grant from 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, which has 
slashed that figure by 
£70,000. 

Jane Wilson, director of 
ADeC, said: “Any decrease 
in fund reduction will be 
incredibly welcome. 

“We’ve had to take the 
decision on the gallery and 
things will be very tight as 
it is. 

“We’ve been working 
with the council on a way 
forward but there has not 
been time to consider 
alternative ways of deliv¬ 
ering our services, so this 
move would give us more 
time.”

A WOMAN has escaped a 
jail sentence for punching 
her severely disabled neigh¬ 
bour during a row over a pet 
rabbit. 

Sharon Boylan appeared at Ely 
Magistrates Court last week for 
sentence after she was convicted 
last month of attacking Roberta 
Kish, who has multiple sclerosis, in 
a petty neighbourhood bust-up. 

The court heard it is not the first 
time Boylan has assaulted a 
disabled person. She had already 
been dealt with by the courts for 
assaulting a wheelchair-bound 
woman last year. 

The court heard how Boylan and 
her neighbour, Sean Banyard, had 
confronted Ms Kish on November 8 
on her doorstep, accusing her of 
stealing Mr Banyard’s rabbit and 
later throwing it over a fence. 

But as Miss Kish denied the 
claim, Boylan punched her hard in 
the face and the pair fell to the 
ground fighting. 

Mr Banyard separated the 
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women as other neighbours joined 
the brawl. 

Several police officers were 
called to the disturbance in Bakers 
Corner, Ely When they got there a 
furious Boylan turned on them, 
punching an officer in the stomach. 

David Myles, prosecuting, said: 
“There were several police officers 
trying to calm things down and 
find out what happened. 

“The defendant was shouting 
abuse at residents and police. She 
was warned by an officer but she 
then lunged forward at Pc Yore 
punching him with her fists. She 
was restrained and arrested.” 

Magistrates heard how Boylan, 
41, was already serving a two-year 
conditional discharge for punching 
a woman in a wheelchair last year 
when the brawl took place. 

Michael Judkins, defending, said 
Boylan was being evicted from her 
housing association home due to 
the fight. 


He said: “The scene was chaos. 
She had been drinking alcohol 
before this event and regrets 
becoming involved with it.” 

He added she is due to undergo a 
detox treatment in Fulbourn 
Hospital to deal with her alcohol 
problem. 

Boylan had denied assaulting 
Miss Kish at a trial in December, 
but was found guilty by magi¬ 
strates. She admitted assaulting 
the police officer. 

She was handed a two-month 
suspended sentence for the assault 
on Miss Kish and a consecutive 
three-month suspended sentence 
for assaulting a police officer. A 
concurrent suspended sentence for 
breaching a conditional discharge 
was imposed. 

She was ordered to pay Miss 
Kish £100 and attend anger 
management classes during an 18- 
month supervision order.

A DRUG addict was caught 
with heroin and cocaine by 
police in a city centre 
street.

The startled drug user 
immediately drove off and 
was followed by the officer 
who soon caught up with 
him.

Rudelhoff was arrested 
for possessing 611mg of 
cocaine, worth about £30, 
while a further search 
found 1.3g of heroin, with a 
street value of about £20. 

The 27 year old, who lives 
in Beresford Court, Ely, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates 


Court on Tuesday, where he 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of possession of a Class A 
drug. 

The court heard that 
Rudelhoff was a persistent 
drug user, but was trying to 
kick his habit. 

Magistrates adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report to 
investigate the best way for 
Rudelhoff to address his 
drug problem. 

He will return to the 
court for sentence on 
Tuesday, March 4.

Dismay at council plans 
to curb ‘aggressive’ ducks 


ANIMAL lovers have hit 
out at proposals for res¬ 
idents to join a blitz on 
Ely’s infamous Muscovy 
ducks. 

Wildlife officers at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council are 
asking residents to contact them if 
they spot any duck eggs in their 
garden - just weeks away from the 
start of the breeding season. 

They plan to oil the eggs, to 
stop the ducks hatching, to curb 
the duck population after 
receiving more than 100 com¬ 
plaints about them last year. 

But their leading champion, 
Fran Bussard, of Vinces Court, 
was appalled to hear about the 
moves. 
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Mrs Bussard, who has writt¬ 
en a tour guide to Ely inspired 
by the ducks, said: “They’ve 
been here for hundreds of years 
and are a great asset to the 
waterfront. I don’t understand 
why some people are so against 
them. 

“There have been complaints 
about them being aggressive, 
but I’ve never seen it myself - 
they’re just normal ducks. 

“We should leave them alone 
- they’re a wonderful part of 
Ely, I’d be sorry to see them 
gone.” 

It is thought the Muscovy 


duck population began when a 
private owner left a flock of the 
birds, which were introduced to 
Britain in the 14th Century, on 
the river. 

But in recent years, their 
numbers have surged, with 
many residents complaining 
about their aggressive attempts 
to find food, which often sees 
them waddling into the city 
centre on scavenging missions. 

Motorists near Tesco also 
claimed they have endangered 
the lives of drivers by walking 
into the road, causing drivers 
to brake suddenly. 

The duck, which despite its 
Russian-sounding name is orig¬ 
inally from South America, 
breeds rapidly, laying eggs up 


to three times a year, with as 
many as 22 offspring a time. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head 
of environmental services and 
housing, defended the blitz on 
the ducks. 

She said: “We do not want to 
get rid of them altogether, but 
we’ve had more complaints 
about them and their 
aggressive behaviour. 

“Our parks and gardens 
people have been out oiling 
eggs in Jubilee Gardens, but we 
want to hear from people if 
they see nests in their gardens. 

“We are also putting up more 
signs to stop people from 
feeding them, which only 
encourages them to head 
further into the city.”

But council leader Councillor Brian 
Ashton ruled out the move, saying: “It 
would only be a short-term fix and is 
unlikely to find favour. 

“This reduction is required to 
rebalance the council’s finances and 
develop a fund which will support 
improvements in infrastructure to 
meet the growing needs of our 
district.” 

The meeting will also see members 
approve an increase in Council Tax of 
3.72 per cent. 

It follows a Government grant of just 
1 per cent next year with slightly 
smaller increases in each of the 
following two years, creating a budget 
shortfall for 2008/09 of just over 
£100,000 rising to £300,000 by 2010/11. 

Cllr Ashton added: “We remain 
astounded by the tiny increase in the 
Government grant at a time when we 
are dramatically increasing the 
number of homes in the district.”

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Man admits beating partner in front of infant son 


A YOUNG man has admitting 
attacking his girlfriend in front of 
their one-year-old son. 

Andrew Taylor, 20, appeared at 
Ely Magistrates Court last week, 
where he pleaded guilty to one 
count of battery at the home of 
his girlfriend, Rebecca 
McGlinchey, on January 30. 


The court heard how Taylor had 
been sleeping on the couch when 
he woke up in a violent temper 
and began punching his partner. 

Matthew Bradbury, prosecuting, 
read from a police report in which 
Ms McGlinchey described her 
ordeal, saying: “He punched me 
hard twice to the back of the head. 


“He then punched me in the 
stomach, in the leg and he kept on 
trying to punch me.” 

Taylor, of High Barns, Ely, later 
admitted starting the attack and 
only stopped when he saw his 
young son standing in the living 
room. 

He claimed he was angry 


because he had driven to Soham 
that day to pick up Ms 
McGlinchey’s sister only to find 
she was not there. 

The hearing was adjourned for 
a pre-sentence report and he will 
be sentenced at Ely Magistrates 
Court at a date which is yet to be 
decided. 


Fly-tippers go free as the 
council fails to prosecute

ENVIRONMENTAL cam¬ 
paigners have slammed 
authorities for failing to 
catch a single fly-tipper in 
almost a year. 

There were 350 reported fly¬ 
tipping incidents in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s area 
since April 2007, but the council 
has failed to bring a single pro¬ 
secution, according to figures 
obtained by the Weekly News 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act. 

The lack of action has exas¬ 
perated environmental cam¬ 
paigners who are sick of seeing 
the Fens blighted by illegally 
dumped rubbish. 

One eco-campaigner, Ross 
Clark, from Reach Parish Council, 
has written to the district 
council’s executive director, David 
Archer, demanding tougher 
action on fly-tippers. 

He believes council officers are 
not pursuing offenders hard 
enough, even when they are han¬ 
ded information by members of 
the public. 

He said: “On one occasion our 
parish council provided the reg¬ 
istration number of a fly-tipper, 
which was subsequently traced to 
a plumber in the Bedford area. 
However, no action was taken. 

“The council later provided the 
identity of another offender and 
again nothing was done. 

“This issue needs to be a higher 
priority, especially as it could 
soon become much worse as the 
Government seems intent on 


introducing this ‘pay-as-you- 
throw’ system. 

“It is already expensive enough 
to get rid of commercial waste, 
which is why there is such a 
problem.” 

Figures show there were a total 
of 72,000 incidents of illegal 
rubbish dumping in East Anglia 
in the year 2006/7, including 484 
in East Cambridgeshire, costing 
£3.8 million annually to clean up. 


Liz Knox, head of environ¬ 
mental services and housing, 
said: “Fly-tipping is a highly 
irresponsible act which is more 
than a simple nuisance - it is 
something which can pollute the 
environment, harm human 
health and tie up resources in 
dealing with the clean-up.” 

She added: “Unfortunately, the 
act of fly-tipping is often done in 
the dark or in areas where there 


will be few witnesses to the 
crime. This makes it incredibly 
difficult, sometimes almost im¬ 
possible, to track down those who 
have committed the act. 

“We are bidding for money to 
fund an enforcement officer and 
covert equipment to tackle fly- 
tippers and would appeal to the 
public to give us all the inform¬ 
ation they can when they see fly¬ 
tipping take place.”

Deaths spark seatbelt bid 


A DISTINCTIVELY modified 
BMW was torched after it 
was stolen from a business 
park.

A CRACKDOWN on drivers 
who fail to wear a seatbelt has 
been launched after last year’s 
horrific roads death toll. 

Cambridgeshire police will 
target the law-breakers as 
part of a week-long campaign 
and ask them to “belt-up”. 

The move comes after the 
county’s grim number of 
fatal car crashes last year 
which topped 86 - the highest 
number in seven years. 

It also comes as part of a 
European-wide campaign 
organised by Traffic Infor¬ 
mation System Police. 


Road safety officer Pc Tony 
Barrios said: “Putting on 
your seatbelt should be part 
of your routine before even 
starting your car and drivers 
should be responsible for 
ensuring all passengers wear 
their seatbelts. 

“Last year saw the number 
of fatal collisions at its high¬ 
est for seven years and we are 
determined to reduce this. 

“Part of this work is to 
ensure the laws of the roads 
are adhered to and those who 
continue to ignore the law are 
targeted.”

Portraits examine 
our perceptions 


After years visiting the National Portrait 
Gallery in awe, Jeremy Andrews has seen 
his own work hanging on its hallowed 
walls. ALICE RYAN reports. 


A S a fledgling artist, 
he spent hour after 
hour in there, poring 
over Old Masters. The 
National Portrait Gallery 
became a home from 
home. 

So, for Jeremy Andrews, it was 
a genuine thrill to see his very own 
painting hanging there, on one of 
the gallery’s hallowed walls. 

The Cambridge artist, who is 
based at Wysing Arts in Bourn, 
was short-listed for the 2007 
National Portrait Award with an 
arresting image of tattooed 
performance artist Franko B. 

“I was really inspired by John 
Singer Sargent,” explains Jeremy. 
“I used to reproduce his work. 

And I love Tai-Shan Schierenberg, 
whose portrait of the writer John 
Mortimer hangs in the gallery. I 
think I really embarrassed him 
actually. I met him at the opening 
of the exhibition, and told him 
he’d inspired me to become a 
painter.” 

Jeremy, 33, became an artist 
quite by chance. “What I really 
wanted to be was an athlete,” he 
recalls. “I was quite good at the 
100 metres and the long jump and 
I played a lot of rugby. 


“But then I broke a bone in my 
foot, and that was the end of that. 

I was about 14 and, at that time, I 
certainly didn’t think of being an 
artist as a career. It never crossed 
my mind.” 

Growing up, both Jeremy and 
his sister Victoria - now also a 
professional artist - were “always, 
always drawing”. “I’ve got 
drawings going back to the age of 
five,” he explains. “And paintings, 
of course.” 

After school, he decided to do 
an art foundation course. That is 
when he came to Cambridge to 
study at what was then Anglia 
Polytechnic University. 

“That’s also when I first visited 
Wysing Arts, because our tutor 
Olive Mayo had an exhibition 
there,” continues Jeremy. “So 
when I saw an advert for the place 
I decided to apply.” 

Taken on as the art centre’s 
caretaker, Jeremy was given his 
own studio. He has been resident 
artist there for 10 years, and in 


that time both his skill and 
reputation have gone from 
strength to strength. 

Known for his photo-realistic 
paintings, which are almost 
painfully true to life, Jeremy says 
his distinctive style comes 
naturally. “That’s the way I see the 
world, so that’s how I paint it.” 

Just last week, Jeremy unveiled 
a new exhibition, Ascent, at Ely’s 
Babylon Gallery. The centrepiece 
is a large canvas depicting three 
of Wysing’s artist gardeners. All 
have physical or learning 
disabilities. 

“That was part of an Arts 
Council-funded project,” says 
Jeremy. “It was about both self¬ 
perception and our perceptions of 
others. 

“Having been at Wysing for 
years, I’d known some of these 
guys for a long time. But doing the 
project broke down my own 
barriers. Having never worked 
with anyone with a disability 
before, I had my own 
preconceptions. 

“But working with them was 
incredible. It sounds a bit cliched, 
but it reminded me that we’re all 
the same. As you go through life 
you meet people who have a 
positive impact on your life and, 
for me, the gardeners and Franko 
are among them.” 

Having just finished a portrait of 
another Wysing artist, Shezad 
Dawood, Jeremy intends to enter 
it for the 2008 National Portrait 
Award. He is also planning a 
painting trip to Mexico. 

“I’m still experimenting,” adds 
Jeremy. “I’m not afraid of trying 
new things.”

A COUPLE is suing 
Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council for thou¬ 
sands of pounds in 
compensation, after 
claiming its neglig¬ 
ence turned their 
home into a damp- 
blighted “money pit”. 

William and Lynda 
Scott’s home is described as 
“the house in the hole” by 
neighbours and they claim 
it has become unmort- 
gageable and impossible to 
sell since the council raised 
the level of a road outside. 

The couple, of Dodd- 
ington Road, Wimblington, 
have gone to London’s High 
Court seeking damages for 
the problems they said they 
had endured since the 1990s 
when a development of 
houses and bungalows was 
built behind their home. 

As part of the project 
Parkfield Lane was up¬ 
graded into a proper road to 
provide access to the new 
development. 

The new road was adopt¬ 
ed by the council in 1998 as 
“a highway maintainable at 
public expense”. 

However, the couple’s 
lawyer, Christopher Falvey, 
said the works had involved 
raising the level of the road 
with “catastrophic” conseq¬ 
uences for Mr and Mrs 
Scott’s property.

despite all their efforts to 
remedy the situation, the 
problems persist. 

They say the value of 
their property has tumbled 
and are seeking damages 
from the council to cover 
the cost of putting the 
building right - which they 
estimate at about £100,000. 

However, Grant Crawford, 
for the council, said the 
Scotts should only be com¬ 
pensated either for the cost 
of remedial works, or for 
the loss of value to their 
home, but not both, other¬ 
wise they could be “over¬ 
compensated”. 

The council also says 
some of the problems with 
the property were already 
present when the couple 
first moved in. 

Addressing Judge John 
Leighton Williams QC, Mr 
Falvey said: “Frankly the 
local authority has made a 
complete mess of this 
matter. It reassured Mr and 
Mrs Scott over a period of 
time that everything would 
be all right.” 

In his statement to the 
court, Mr Scott, a former 
RAF officer, said: “We have 
been stuck with a house 
that is a money pit. Repairs 
and redecoration are end¬ 
less tasks.” 

The hearing continues 
and is likely to last at least 
three days. 


Yob goaded onto car bonnet 


A 15-YEAR-OLD boy has 
admitted vandalising a 
BMW by jumping up and 
down on its bonnet. 

The youngster, who can¬ 
not be named for legal 
reasons, decided to leap 
onto the bonnet of the 
convertible left in the car 
park of Ely’s Paradise Pool 
on October 14 after a gang 
of louts dared him to. 

Goaded on by the gang, 
the young vandal jumped 
up and down, causing hun¬ 
dreds of pounds damage, 
before leaving the scene 
with his sisters.

Earlier this month Mrs Spence 
made her second attempt to secure 
more cash for the force because of 
the rapidly growing population in 
Cambridgeshire and the high 
number of immigrants coming to 
work in the farming, market 
gardening and food processing 
industries. 

Mr McNulty - like Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith whom the 
Chief Constable met before 
Christmas - said there were “no 
quick fixes” for the force’s cash 
crisis but promised to review its 


Whitehall grant allocations for 
2009/2010 and 2010/2011. 

Before the debate, Mr Jackson 
said: “I shall be making the case 
that Julie Spence has already 
made, that Cambridgeshire police 
have been underfunded for the 
past five years. 

“With the problems we face 
with rapid population growth - 
and in particular with migrants 
who need extra services like trans¬ 
lation - and travellers, we should 
be getting far more cash from 
Whitehall than we do. 

“I shall be putting Mr McNulty, 
whom I understand will be 
replying to the debate, on the spot 
over this. 

“I shall be backed up by Mr 
Moss, Mr Djanogly and Mr Vara 
and, hopefully, Cambridge Liberal 
Democrat MP David Howarth. 

“I know that Cambridgeshire 


South-East MP Jim Paice and 
Cambridgeshire South’s Andrew 
Lansley - who I understand will 
not be able to attend because of 
prior commitments - will be 
supporting me as well.” 

Mr Moss said: “I shall be 
contributing to the debate. Julie 
has made a strong case for extra 
money which Mr McNulty has 
ducked. 

“He has promised to look again 
at future grants to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police and we will be 
pressing him on the issue.” 

Mr Paice said: “I shall not be 
present because of a previous 
commitment as farming spokes¬ 
man but I will be supporting 
Stewart and my colleagues in 
spirit. The case for extra White¬ 
hall funding is overwhelming and 
I hope next week’s debate will help 
persuade the Government to act.”

“IT’S been a bumpy ride but I’m glad to be 
here” - that’s the view of Mark Lloyd, 
whose appointment as the chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire County Council 
rocked the authority last year. 

Mr Lloyd, who takes up the post in 
April, has spoken for the first time since 
he accepted the top job and said being 
offered it a second time was a “marv¬ 
ellous Christmas present”. 

He withdrew from the running in 
October when then council leader Shona 
Johnstone rang him the day after he was 
offered the post to say she had doubts 
about their ability to work together. 

Councillor Johnstone later resigned 
over the issue and her successor, 
Councillor Keith Walters, made the job 
offer to Mr Lloyd again. 

At 40, Mr Lloyd, who will be the young¬ 
est chief executive of Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “Cambridgeshire 
offers an opportunity to work with the 
community on sustainable development.” 

Mr Lloyd is chief executive of Durham 
County Council, a top-rated four-star 
authority and has led efforts to replace it 
and the area’s district councils with a 
single unitary authority. Durham was 
also the first place outside London to 
introduce congestion charging. 

But Mr Lloyd said he had no intention 
of reorganising local government in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and the council needed to 
consider all the options before intro¬ 
ducing congestion charging in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

There needed to be a “big conversation” 
about transport in the area. Delivering 
services and keeping spending low were 
key priorities.

The force was rec¬ 
ently praised by Home 


after the murder of 
eight-year-old Sarah 
Payne in 2000 by Roy 
Whiting. 

Campaigner Sara 
Payne - Sarah’s mother 
- welcomed the scheme 
but still wants parents 
to be allowed to see 
details of any convicted 
paedophiles living in 
their area. 

Neighbours and fam¬ 
ily who regularly look 
after children could also 
be checked under the 
proposals. 

Police and probation 
services will decide 
what information to 
release but if children 
are thought to be at risk 
it is understood their 
guardians will be told. 

Home Secretary Jac¬ 
qui Smith insisted it 
would not be a free-for- 
all with information 
given out to anyone who 
asks. 

She told the News of 
the World : “There are 
few crimes more evil 
and shocking than sex 
offences against child¬ 


ren. Nine out of 10 cases 
of child sexual abuse 
are committed by some¬ 
one known to the child. 

“So I’m determined to 
do more to protect 
children from predatory 
paedophiles.” 

Sara Payne has vowed 
to fight on to “name and 
shame” perverts. 

She told the BBC : 
“Roy Whiting was pre¬ 
viously convicted and I 
truly believe that if a 
man like Roy Whiting 
lives in your comm¬ 
unity, then you should 
know that he is there. 

“The police and pro¬ 
bation service, with all 
the best will in the 
world, can’t watch every 
sex offender that there 
is on the register and 
watch what relation¬ 
ships they are building, 
what new areas they are 
moving into. So this is a 
way of parents taking 
some of that back.” 

Det Sup John Raine, 
head of the Cambridge¬ 
shire force’s public pro¬ 
tection department, 


said: “We are happy that 
the Home Secretary has 
made the decision to 
include Cambridgeshire 
as one the four forces in 
the pilot project. 

“Our public protect¬ 
ion department has 
recently received a good 
report from the Home 
Office inspector for the 
work we do, with effect¬ 
ive links to children’s 
social care, and the local 
safeguarding children’s 
board, we are in a 
strong position to see if 
this proposal will 
actually work to further 
protect children from 
harm.” 

Councillor Jill Tuck, 
cabinet member for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s children and 
young people’s services, 
wants checks to be more 
widespread. 

She said: “Anyone 
who is held in regard 
who has contact with 
children in their work 
should be subject to 
checks.”

An allotment 


It s well worth taking time 
to grow your own food

Call your local 
council or visit your 
library which should 
have a list of allotment 
sites in the area. Some 
councils provide 
literature, run courses 
for beginners and take 
part in National 
Allotments Week in 
August. 

Caroline Foley, 
garden designer and 
author of a variety of 
allotment books 
including The 

Allotment Handbook 
and The A-Z Of 
Allotment Vegetables, 
has a few top tips for 
finding the right site. 

■ Make sure it’s close 
to home. You will not 
want to catch a bus 
carrying tools or get in 


a car after a long, hard 
day at work, to get 
there. 

■ Check water 
arrangements. Councils 
should supply mains 
water at a convenient 
distance for plot 
holders. A mains water 
supply in the form of 
tanks and standpipes is 
essential. 

■ Check out the land, 
examining the plot 
which is offered to you. 
Work out if you have 
plenty of sun or if the 
plot is going to be in 
shadow, which isn’t 
good for a lot of 
vegetables. Large trees 
may cast shade and sap 
the soil of nutrients. 

■ Study the 
neighbours’ plots. If 
they are neglected and 


dominated by tough, 
perennial weeds such 
as ground elder, you 
may be facing a losing 
battle. 

■ It’s important to feel 
comfortable there. 
Some sites have a 
clubhouse for meetings 
or a trading shed where 
you can buy gardening 
goods at more or less 
trade prices. Others 
will have tools or 
machinery for the use 
of members. 

■ See how the site is 

run before committing 
yourself. In two-thirds 
of council sites, local 
authority officers deal 
with the day-to-day 
management and any 
disputes. The 

remaining third of 
sites are run by 
allotment societies who

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Marathon challenge for charity

A YOUNG woman is running the 
London Marathon in a bid to help 
people struck down by a genetic 
eye disease which has afflicted 
her family. 

Emma-Louise McKenney, 28, 
hopes to run the gruelling 26-mile 
race on April 13, to raise £1,500 
for Guide Dogs for the Blind. 

The charity has helped people 
like her mother, grandmother and 
aunt, who all suffer from the 
genetic disease Retinitis 
Pigmentosa which causes tunnel 
vision and blindness. 

Ms McKenney, of Kingfisher 
Drive, Soham, said: “I’ve seen 
the difference that the charity 
can make. 

“They receive no funding from 
the Government and rely on 
people like us - those either 
crazy enough to do things like 
run a marathon, or kind enough 
to help give the gift of freedom 
and independence to a visually 
impaired person.” 

Ms McKenney, who is manager 
at the Lantern Puffins 
Playschool, in Ely, has been 
training by running between 
Soham and Ely, cheered on by 
youngsters at the after-school 
club she runs. 

She has been fortunate enough 
not to have inherited the disease, 
but there is a chance she could 
still pass it on to her children. 

She added: “My grandmother is 
in her 80s and has lost all her 
sight and my mum and aunt have 
only a small percentage of their 
sight left.

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Policing 
ahead of 
schedule 

POLICE in Cambridgeshire have met 
their deadline for neighbourhood 
policing - a month early. 

The Government-set target was for 
the force to roll out the scheme to 
every residential area in the county 
by March 31. 

Over the past two years the project 
has spread across the county and, 
with Ely holding its first meeting on 
January 31, every area now holds 
panel meetings, which are said to 
“arm residents with a powerful tool” 
to harness the skills and resources of 
police. 

Every three months officers meet 
local residents to decide crime- 
busting priorities and tactics. 

The first panel meeting in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire was held in February 
2006 at Histon. 

The Eynesbury neighbourhood, in 
the central division, is thriving. 

Panel meetings have been taking 
place there for well over a year and 
still have large numbers of residents 
attending. More than 60 people went 
along to have their say at the last 
meeting. 

Assistant Chief Constable Mark 
Hopkins, said: “The setting up of 
these panels confirms the constab¬ 
ulary’s commitment to neighbour¬ 
hood policing. 

“They are an essential part of 
consulting with communities, res¬ 
ponding to concerns and providing 
feedback on actions taken by our¬ 
selves and our local authority coll¬ 
eagues and partners.” 


Housing help demanded 
by OAPs’ pressure group

MORE should be done 
to consider the housing 
needs of the elderly in 
Cambridgeshire - acc¬ 
ording to a pensioners’ 
pressure group. 

Cambridge Older People’s 
Enterprise (COPE) used a 
grant from Help The Aged to 
conduct research into 
housing needs among its 2,000 
members. 

It has now published a 
report entitled Moving Home 
in Later Life, written by for¬ 
mer mayor of Cambridge, 
John Hipkin. 

The group says older peo¬ 
ple must be catered for as 
thousands of new homes are 
built in and around Cam¬ 
bridge over the next 10 years. 
The population of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will grow by 15 
per cent during this period, 
but the number of elderly 
people is set to rocket by 59 
per cent. 

Although the Office of 
National Statistic reports that 
the over-50s hold 80 per cent 
of the nation’s wealth, many

home, especially large former 
family houses, becomes 
increasingly expensive and 
inconvenient. 

The group argues that 
more needs to be done to help 
those who wish to stay put to 
adapt larger properties and 
reduce expenses. 

High property prices and a 
shortage of smaller homes 
made finding suitable alter¬ 
native accommodation diff¬ 
icult and those living in 
remote areas struggled with 
poor public transport and the 
closure of services such as 
the post office. 

Many older people would 
also like to downsize from 
family homes to bungalows 
but, according to the report, 
hardly any single-storey 
accommodation - other than 
flats - is being included in the 
new developments. 

There is a demand for more 
imaginative house sharing 
and clustered homes schemes 
which would give the elderly 
both privacy and a sense of 


community in a single living 
space. 

Most people find that 
moving house is stressful, but 
the research claimed it was 
particularly distressing for 
older people and that assis¬ 
tance was needed to help 
things go smoothly, including 
contacting utility companies 
to make sure their new home 
was ready when they move 
in. 

Mr Hipkin added: “The 
guarantee of a secure and 
suitable home in later life is 
the least that society should 
offer in recognition of all that 
the elderly have contributed 
to society in their earlier 
years.” 

The report concluded that 
many people over 60 were 
able to live independently, but 
a considerable number strug¬ 
gled to find suitable accomm¬ 
odation as they reached their 
80s and 90s.

Location 
is key in 
buy-to-let 

FOR a decade or more before the sub¬ 
prime crisis, almost every buy-to-let 
location that looked good was good, 
and most areas enjoyed steadily rising 
capital values. 

If rental returns were a disappointment, 
you could sell and still make a profit. 
The days of abundant low-hanging fruit 
are over, however, and purchases have 
to be wise in terms of location, timing, 
financing, and exit strategy. 

All property is localised, and even 
within a city or neighbourhood, 
variation can be considerable. Leeds 
and Liverpool, for example, may have 
an oversupply of one and two-bedroom 
flats, and an oversupply of landlords 
willing to sell at almost any price. 

But provincial cities that are top-heavy 
in small luxury flats may be lacking in 
family homes. Good opportunities may 
lurk in property types and size even 
within a location generally regarded as 
troubled. 

On the other hand, university towns 
such as Cambridge perform well in 
seemingly all sectors. 

Home to a thriving science park and 
hospital, as well as the world-renowned 
University, it has a large and regularly- 
renewed transient population. 

A few years ago, at least some 
transients - or parents of students - 
bought rather than rented, confident 
that good capital growth justified the 
risk. Today, short-term ownership 
simply makes no financial sense at all. 
Considering the various fees and other 
costs associated with buying and 
owning, renting is likely to be cheaper 
and, in terms of leaving when you want 
to, more convenient. The tenant pool in 
Cambridge is likely to remain 
substantial.

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Life beyond Alf 
for peerless star

FOR many people 
Warren Mitchell will 
always be that 
grumpy old git Alf 
Garnett from Till Death 
Do Us Part. 

But for decades now he’s 
had a quiet renaissance as 
an award-winning stage 
actor of real repute. 

Aged 81 he’s now back on 
the boards. His latest role is 
an elderly, infirm, crotchety 
Jewish New York widower 
in Visiting Mr Green which 
comes to the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre next week. 

The poignant two-man 
piece by American writer 
Jeff Baron has been a 
world-wide hit. 

Mitchell plays Mr Green, 
who is almost run over by 
corporate executive Ross 
Gardiner - played by 
Gideon Turner. Found guilty 
of reckless driving, Ross is 
ordered to spend the next 
six months making weekly 
visits to the old man. Initially 
chalk and cheese, a tender 
bond slowly develops 
between them. 

The play first opened in 
1996 with veteran film star 
Eli Wallach and has since 
been performed in 37

countries in more than 22 
languages. 

“Everywhere it’s staged the 
laughs come in the same 
places apparently,” says 
Mitchell. “It’s a very simple, 
moving and universal play.” 
Like Mr Green, who he has 
played both here and in 
Australia, Mitchell has 
Jewish roots - something 
which sets his most famous 
character, the bigoted Alf 
Garnett, into sharp 
contrast. 

“I now regret changing my 
name from Misell,” he says. 
“I escaped London by 
going to Oxford University 
where I read physical 
chemistry and where I met 
Richard Burton. 

“We joined the RAF 


together. I watched Richard 
perform Shakespeare to the 
Air Force girls on the base. 
That great sonorous voice 
rang out and the pretty girls 
were goggle-eyed. I 
thought I wouldn’t mind 
having a bit of that.” 

During the Sixties he 
landed the career-altering 
part of Alf Garnett in Till 
Death Do Us Part in which 
he played the West Ham 
supporting old bigot. 

“The script had been turned 
down by four actors and I 
leapt at the chance of 
playing such an awful 
man.” 

He still gets the odd call 
from Tony Booth - Cherie 
Blair’s father who played 
the “randy scouse git” son- 
in-law. 

“He rang me up a while ago 
and said, ‘Warren, you 
know it’s a disgrace you’ve 
never been decorated’. I 
said, ‘don’t bother the 
prime minister with it Tony, 
he’s got enough trouble on 
his hands with peerages as 
it is’.”

THE Europa is designed for 
those who want a Lotus but 
don’t appreciate the raw 
single-mindedness of the 
Elise or Exige. 

It is thus billed as a car with 
more day-to-day practicality and 
with more of a “grand touring” 
nature. 

Slightly less contortion is 
required to climb into the leather- 
swathed cabin thanks to lower sills 
than the Elise. The layout is 
familiar, but the spec list, includes 
central locking, electric windows, 
a Blaupunkt satnav unit, CD 
player with MP3 compatibility, and 
aircon. Also included are driver/ 
passenger airbags and ABS with 
servo-assisted brakes. 

The test car’s £1,250 Luxury 
Touring pack includes a starter 
button, fully carpeted interior and 
lots of tan leather, plus tinted rear 
and engine bay windows. 

Also installed is a £1,200 
aftermarket performance upgrade 
kit including beefier brakes, high- 
performance spark plugs and a 
remapped ECU, taking power up 
from 197bhp to 222bhp and torque 
from 2001b ft to 2211b ft. 


Push the starter button and the 
transverse, mid-mounted turbo¬ 
charged two-litre Vauxhall engine 
splutters to life behind your head. 
You will immediately notice the 
lack of power steering, another 
Lotus speciality. The Europa steers 
brilliantly, weighting up through 
corners with fantastic feedback. 

There are no complaints about 
the power of the engine, even if it 
lacks the immediate fizzy throttle 
responses of the supercharged 
Exige or naturally aspirated Elise. 
The 995kg Europa S is around 
200kg more than an Elise, so the 
turbocharged motor provides 
useful compensation and a 0- 
62mph time of under five seconds. 

Once the turbo starts blowing it 
accelerates like a pogo stick, even 
at lower engine speeds, allowing 
you to ride a nice and flexible wave 
of torque. The six-speed gearbox is 


positive, light and direct, with the 
first four ratios very closely 
stacked to aid acceleration, while 
sixth is long enough to provide 
relaxed motorway cruising. 

Thanks to the added weight and 
slightly softer suspension settings 
the Europa S does feel more 
compliant and more comfortably 
damped than an Elise, but that is a 
relative statement. You are also 
still sitting in an Elise tub, so noise 
and refinement levels are way 
behind, say, an Audi TT or Porsche 


Cayman. But what you do still get 
is the utter involvement and a 
chassis with superb balance and 
responses. The cross-drilled 
brakes on the test car also 
provided phenomenal retardation. 

BASICALLY... 

Viewed in the context of luxurious 
GT motoring the Europa S falls 
short. Does it feel like a Continent- 
munching coupe? No. Does it feel 
like a Lotus? Yes. And it’s all the 
better for it.

Kessler keen 
on fresh start 


NEW Fen Tigers’ skipper 
Robbie Kessler is relishing 
his crucial role in the team 
after completing a winter 
loan switch from Sheffield.

He said: “If I can’t put a couple of 
points on to my average this season 
I’m going to have to retire. 

“It’s a new challenge for me and 
as soon as I left Stoke and went to 
Redcar I had a really good time.
